For the past eighteen years the members of 
the Winnipeg Winter Club have presented annual 
Skating Carnivals of increasing popularity. As a 
result, in recent years, many hundreds have found 
it impossible to obtain tickets and are therefore 
disappointed in not being able to witness this 
spectacle of colour, dash and rhythm. The Club 
feels keenly appreciative of this public acclaim and 
this year believes it offers, in its nineteenth Carnival, 
the best production to date. May you all enjoy it. 

In keeping with the times, the theme running 
through our settings is a military one. It is pre¬ 
sented in a manner different to anything previously 
seen in Winnipeg. In developing the theme and 
the production of the Carnival, we have been 
fortunate in the capable direction of Mr. Gene 
Theslof. Mr. Theslof first appeared here on the 
ice at last year’s Carnival with his partner.

Her 
charm and ability as a free skater and ice ballerina 
places her as one of the foremost of the world’s 
figure skaters. 

And there is pardonable pride in having on 
our programme for this Carnival our own Marj^ 


Rose Thacker. In January last Mary Rose 
successfully defended her title as Canadian Ladies, 
Senior Figure Skating Champion. She is still the 
North American Champion and all Winnipeg 
rejoiced in her winning the Rose Bowl, emblematic 
of her being the outstanding women’s athlete of 
Canada last year. 

We are happy, too, to have Bobby Specht of 
Chicago with us once more. Since his appearance 
in Winnipeg at last year’s Carnival, Bobby has 
added to his laurels. Within the last week or so 
he has won the honour of being the United States 
Senior Figure Skating Champion. 

The music for the Carnival, through the per¬ 
mission of Air Commodore A. B. Shearer, A.O.C., is 
supplied by the Royal Canadian Air Force Band, 
under the leadership of Warrant Officer C. South. 
The capable spirit of co-operation from this organ¬ 
ization adds much to our Carnival and is greatly 
appreciated. 

A word must also be said of the friends of the 
Club and the Club members whose tireless efforts 
have made this Carnival possible. Though many 
will be seen on the ice, there are yet many others, 
whose work on costumes, designing and perfecting 
of effects, or in the less glamorous activities 
necessary to a successful Carnival have resulted 
in the finished production. To all, visiting and 
local skaters, band and producers, we can only 
say “Thank You” on your behalf.

A NOTE ON THE MODERN SKATING WORLD 


Since the advent of the large professional shows 
which have toured extensively in recent years 
throughout the United States and Canada, the 
aspect of the average skating show has changed 
tremendously. 

Emerging from the limited scope of an entirely 
athletic performance, the skating show, as we see 
it today, is rapidly developing into theatrical 
entertainment rather than a display of athletic 
ability. 

At present, costuming, lighting and the interpre¬ 
tation of music are the paramount factors in the 
success of this form of entertainment. It is no 
longer possible for skaters, regardless of the 
importance of their title, to skate out in half¬ 
hearted fashion, and then to go on through their 
routine heedless of the lights, of the music, hoping 
that the drummer will accompany them on their 
various jumps and spins. There is an unbelievable 
amount of arduous and time-demanding detail work 
behind the show which you see tonight. Every 
step must correspond to a bar of music. Hence, 
we find that a number which may take three 
minutes on the ice has taken from four to five 
hours of deliberate planning to assemble. 


In the matter of costuming, one large skating 
show which toured the United States this winter 
spent $72,000 on costumes alone, not counting 
rehearsal costs, etcetera. This was more than 
Ziegfeld in his days of glory had ever spent on his 
most lavish shows. 

Lighting is an item which the public seldom 
notice but rather accept as a part of the whole. 
The Toronto Skating Club is known to have spent 
in excess of $50,000 on special lights, arcs and 
apparatus to obtain certain desired effects. 

GENE THESLOF 

In past years the Winnipeg Winter Club 
Carnival has been produced by a committee picked 
from the members of the Winnipeg Winter Club. 
This year we were very fortunate to obtain the 
services of Mr. Gene Theslof of Hollywood, 
California, who has produced and directed the 
entire show you see this evening. 

His experience in the motion picture studios and 
professional ice shows throughout the Western 
Hemisphere has qualified him to produce and 
direct in a more than able fashion the Revue that

Meet New Friends at the Winnipeg Winter Club 
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It is perfectly natural that an institution, such as the Winnipeg Winter Club, 
should feel the effects of the war. What organization can escape it? And yet, this Club 
carries on, and, at the same time, renders an unique service in Canada’s War effort. 

Consider first the number of Club members who are already on active service. 
It is interesting to note that thirty-two senior members who have enlisted, are on active 
service outside this Province, some already being overseas. A further ten members 
have enlisted and are serving at present in Manitoba. And then, there is a special group 
belonging to the Club, known as “Military,” that totals twenty-six members. To these 
sixty-eight should be added the sons and daughters of Club members, who have enlisted 
and are serving at home and abroad in practically every branch of Canada’s armed 
forces. It would be no exaggeration to say the grand total, well over a hundred or more, 
are doing their part on the sea, on the land, and in the air, staking their all for victory. 
And, through the facilities available, the Winnipeg Winter Club is proud to know 
that it has helped contribute to the physical well-being of those who have volunteered. 

Another contribution made to Canada at war has been the donations of the profits 
of our Carnivals to war work. In 1940, from the proceeds of the Carnival that year, 
$2,131.93 was turned over to the Canadian Red Cross. From last year’s Carnival 
$1,171.97 was donated to the War Services Fund, $1,171.97 was sent to the Canadian 
Red Cross, and $1,000.00 was given to the R.C.A.F. Benevolent Fund. The Club 
intends to continue its contributions to the financial aid of Canada; as much and as 
often as it is able to. The Club, too, has been substantial purchasers of every War 
and Victory Loan to date. 

And, around the Club, you would note almost a constant undertone of clicking 
needles, since our lady members are very active in their personal knitting efforts for 
men in the service. Or perhaps you might frequently notice little groups of women 
who use the Club lounges and rooms in planning the details of their war work. All this 
is possible where people mix a nicety of recreation with the more serious work they 
are doing. 

Increasingly, the Club is proving popular to many in the forces who are invited 
by our members to be guests at the Club. In fact, this last year these visitors have 
included men from England, Australia, New Zealand, and other parts of the British 
Commonwealth, as well as many of our Allies in Arms. Granted that this is a personal 
contribution by our members, to the pleasure and enjoyment of men and women in 
our midst. At the same time the several thousands who have been invited to be guests 
at the Club are high in their praise of our recreational facilities and of the pleasant break 
it has given them in their duties. 

Thus, in its own way, the Winnipeg Winter Club is serving Canada at war. The 
final item is the two donated announcements made on pages 3 and 24. Read these 
announcements carefully, and together may we all play our part.
